FABTBniaES INSEOTIVOSOna 

There^'WitB a meeting of hortidulturistg 
held ^me;time since in the West, at which 
the'^qaostidn of preserving partridges npon 
our fanns.'and in our gardens to destroy 
insects and vermm generally was presented, 
ond facts given to show that thoy are vefy 
destructive during tho growing soosods o.' 
the euciaiua of our plants, flowers, fruitn, 
and grain. One speaker said that in view 
of these services tho partridges ought to be 
protected against the hunter, the farmer 
and bis bey« — ^that no bird Is more barm- 
■less, ttnd none more useful, and to shoot or 
to trap them for stewing, boiling,- or mak- 
ing potpies, was very mueh to be deplored, 
and should be prevented If possible — and 
that it was tho only bird that remained 
with UB throughout the winter, after being 
deserted by all otlicrs. But this i.s easier 
said than done. Human nature, we are a 
little apprehensive, will need a trifle of 
change before thi.s partridge millennium 
will arrive. 

To show, however, how useful this beau- 
tiful and hnnnless domestic bird is. it wa.. 
.at .the same time stated that a flock of 
': 'paitHdgGS were seen ninniug along the 
■ rows of com just sprouting, and seeing 
ttiem engaged nt something which was 
believed to be pulling up the yonng plants, 
one of them was killed and its " crop " ex- 
amined, whiefa; was found to contain ouo 
cutworm, twenty-one striped bugs, and 
over one hundred chinch bug.s ! 

Another related that ho had adopted 
measures to protect the bird, and that they 
had become so numerous and ho tame that 
hvmdreds of them, after snowfalls, could 
bo seen in his barnyard with the fowls 
where thoy were fed. As a result of thci.- 
presence upon his premises, his wheat 
■ crops were usually abundant, while in 
many other cases not far off- tho chinch 
bug and other insects hod destroyed half 
tho crop. 

This auggestion is worthy the oonsid ora- 
tion of fartnors, and if practicable it ougia 
to be adopted,

TffE RAIL WA Y — HISTORIC A L 
REVIEW— PROBABLE BENE- 
FITS. " ' ' 

The Macdonald Government, after a 
year's careful consideration, have de- 
' aided to adopt the policy of tlieir pre- 
decessors and construct 125 miles of 
railways along the line of Fraser 
River to Iiake Kamloops. Tlie initial 
••• point or tcnaporary terminus of the 
•-line will be at Emery's Bar, a flat 
■ comprising 200 or 300 acres of fairly 
good land and lying tive uiiles below 
the town of Yale and eleven miles 
above the town of Hope, which in the 
earlier days of steaming on Fraser 
River was regarded as the head of 
steamboat navigation. The energy and 
foresight of tho citizens of Fort Yale 
caused steamboats to be constructed 
which stemmed the swift current of the 
Fraser and transferred the head of 
navigation from Hope to that place, 
notwithstanding a swift and danger- 
ous riffle immediately above Emory's 
Bar. To obviate tho necessity of steam- 
ers laden with freight and passengers 
crossing this riiile Emery's liar has 
been selected as tho temporary termin- 
us for the railway and a powerful 
steamer leaving Victoria at an early 
hour in the morning may be found in 
the evening of tlie same day clischnrg- 
ing freiglitand ]Dnssongers at that ]ioiut. 

"We propose now to skctuli briefly the 
events which have led stop by step 
through nearly a decade of years to tho 
decision of the Ottawa Government. 
On the 20th of July, 1871, the tlien 
Colony of British Columbia joined the 
Confederation of Canada in considera- 
tion of the Government of the Domin- 
ion engaging, among other things, to 
commenco within two years from the 
date of tho entranesa of the Prorince 
into the Confederation tho construction 
of a line of railway from tho seaboard 
of British Columbia to connect with 
the railway system of Canada nnd to 
complete the same within ten years. 
Explorations for a practicable route for 
the railway through British Columbia 
began a few days prior to British Col- 
umbia joining the Confederation. Six 
or seven strong parties of surveyors 
were sent out during that nnd subse- 
quent years and a very largo expendi- 
ture of money in surveys lias taken 
place — the sum aggregating nearlv $1,- 
500,000. In 1872, the Macdonald 
Government (then in power) caused 
the public lands on the Island from Es- 
quimalt to Seymour Narrows to be re- 
served for railway purpo.ses. In the 
following year they retired from oflice 
and the Mackenzie Government came 
in. Early in 1874 Mr. Edgar was sent 
to British Columbia to treat with the 
Walkem Governmpnt for a relaxation 
of the railway terms of the agreement 
under which British Columbia entered 
the Confederation. He proposed, among 
other things, on behalf of tho Macken- 
zie Government, to construct a line of 
railway from Esquimalt to Nanairao as 
a compensation road, and to expend 
not less than $1,500,000 each year on 
the Mainland after the railway route 
had been defined in consideration of 
tho extension of the time (ten years) 
in which Canada had agreed to 
complete tho line. The ofFer 
was rejected by the Local Gov 
eriiment. Three years had now elapsed 
since tho admsssion of British Colum- 
bia and railway work had not com 
menced. Mr. Walkeji went to Eng- 
land and laid a statenient of the griev- 
ance before the Imperial Govcruuient. 
That Government took the cause of 
the Province up and induced the Dora 
inion Government to agree to the con- 
struction of the • Esquimalt-Nanaimo 
railway and the expenditure of not less 
than §2,000,000 per annum on the 
main line as soon as it should 
bo selected and surveyed. In the fall 
of 1875 5,000 tons of steel rails were 
landed at Esquimalt and Nanaimo, os- 
tensibly for the Island line. In Nov- 
ember of the same year the country 
was surprised at the receipt of an ofler 
from the Ottawa Goverrmient of S750,- 
000 in lieu of the Island railroad, The 
Local Government declined to accede 
to tho propisition, and a very unsat- 
isfactory state of public feeling existed 
in consequence. The secession of the 
Province was openly advocated as tho 
ultimate outcome of tho misunder- 
standing. On the arrival of Lord Duf- 
ferin, in August, 1876, ho found the 
people of the Island in a state of mind 
that boded ill for the permanency of 
Canada. There was an uneasy and 
exasperated feeling everywhere and 
clisintegratibn seenied imminent. Lord 
DuFFERiN visited Bute and Burrard 
Inlets, tho rival termini of the railway, 
and jjenetrated tho interior as far as 
Kamloops. At this date tho Fraser 
route, over which he passed, had been 
practically abandonedas a possible line 
for the railway. It is oven said that 
the noble Earl brought with him a 
proclamation that declared Bute Inlet 
to have been chosen. Be this as it may, 
the route was not proclaimed, and on 
the return of the vice-regal plenipoten- 
tiary . from . Kamloops , it was known 
that he expiressed a, decided preference 
for tho Fraser route over that by Bute 
Inlet. Upon his return to Ottawa the 
Governor-General moved the Govern- 
ment there to fit out surveying parties 
to examine tho Fraser river route. 
'These parti^ proceeded to discharge 
that duty" in the Spring of 1877, and 
in tho Fall of that year it was asserted 
that a less expensive and much shorter 
line than any that had been previously 
examined had been obtained. The re- 
port of 1877 was checked in the follow- 
ing Spring, and in the summer of 1878 
the Mackenzie Government invited ten- 
ders for the construction of a lino of 
railway from Emery's Bar to Savona's 
Ferry. A contract for tho removal of 
tho steel rails from Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo (where they had lain since 



1875) was awarded, and the transpor- 
tation was proceeding when in Oc- 
tober, 1878, came a change of Minis- 
try at Ottawa. Soon afterwards an 
order was received from Ottawa sus- 
pending the removal of tho steel 
rails until tho new Govenunent had 
had timo to examine for themselves the 
various linos of railway. In tlie House 
of Commons last Spring Sir CiiAitLES 
TuppER, Minister of Railways and 
Canals, after an exhaustive and elo- 
quent review of tho rival routes, an- 
nounced that it was the intention of 
the Government to send out parties to 
examine the country lying between 
Pine River Pass and tho Pacific Coast 
of the Province, and to survey a line 
from Port Simp.son up Skeena River. 
The parties left hero on the 3d of 
June last, and INIr. Camhik, having 
traversed the country from the Coast 
to Port Edmonton has, submitted a re- 
port which, in tho light of the call far 
tenders for construction on the Yale 
route, we take for granted has been 
deemed unfavorable to tho section ox- 
aniincd by hini. Tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment liavo therefore fallen back on 
the policy of their pi'edece.ssors, adopted 
the Fraser river route and invite ton- 
dors for-construction. 



There are many persons in Victoria 
who are of opinion that the adoption of 
the Fi-aser River route means dry rot 
for Victoria. They picture to them- 
selves tho general collapse of the City 
and try to persuade themselves into the 
belief that the Government at Ottawa 
have sacrificed tho most promising 
British emporium on the Pacific to 
their financial needs, or upon imperfect 
information fiirnished by'intorcsted 
parties. Now, our j)osition on this 
route (picition was defined years ago, 
and wo have not swerved from it. Wo 
stated then that, although our first 
choice of a railway route was that by 
Bute Inlet, because it insured an all- 
rail connnunication between the natur- 
al western terminus of tho Canada 
Pacific Railway and tho terminus on 
the Atlantic, consideration must bo 
had for tho fact that the railway 
would be built in tlie interest of tho 
Dominion at large and not in that of 
any section of British Columbia; that 
it was impossible for the railway to 
pass by every man's door and end on 
every man's town-lot; and that while 
it was the duty of press and people to 
place fairly before the Dominion Gov- 
ernment the advantages that would 
accrue to the nation from the adoption 
of a particular route, no one had a 
right to threaten the existence of the 
Dominion if his own pet route were 
not adopted. Therefore, now that 
after much tribulation and heartburn- 
ing the choice of two Governments 
has fallen on the same route, and now 
that the good faith of the Conservative 
Government is pledged immediately to 
begin and vigorously to ))usli railway 
construction along a lino that national 
intei'ests have indicated as the best, wo 
shall not bo found with those who take 
a pessimist view of the situation. Wo 
incline rather to tho oj)timist view, and 
believe that tho country will pres- 
ently begin to prosper as it has never 
yet prospered, and that leading the van 
in the general advance Victoria will 
stride on to gi'catness and permanency'. 
A line of railway constructed from 
Emery's Bar to Savona's Ferry will tap 
the richest and most extensive agri- 
cultural lands in the Province — lands 
that abound in all the natural forces 
that make a country great. Is it not 
a notorious fact that British Colum- 
bia has never been able to feed and 
clothe herself? That since IS58 there 
has been a steady stream of wealth 
flowing from this country into Oregon 
and California to purchase the neces- 
saries of life? The yield of the Fraser 
River and Cariboo gold fields was $45,- 
000,000. Has any one ventured to 
think how much of that enormous suni 
was sent abroad to buy articles that 
the country should have produced it- 
self? Statisticij 'obtained at the Cus- 
tom House prove that more than $25,- 
000,000 has been lost to the country 
because it did not grow sufficient of the 
piirae necessaries to feed itself, or that 
growing them they could not be profit- 
ably transported to a market. Wo will 
take but two years: In 1874 the 
Province paid §364,483 to Oregon and 
California for agricultural products; 
and last year— 1878— ?404,827 went 
tho same way. These figures jirovo 
that the drain which began with the 
early settlement of the country is still 
going on, and that it will con- 
tinue until the country has been 
placed in a position to consume 
its own natural products. At this 
moment the farmers of the interior 
may be said to be literally starving in 
the midst of plenty. They have great 
herds of cattle; vast fields in the midst 
of which the grain is rotting because it 
will not pay to garner; storehouses 
filled with the product of two preced- 
ing harvests for which there is no sale. 
This state of things exists amongst our 
own people while steamers arrive from 
a foreign country twice and sometimes 
thrice a week with foreign ])roduco for 
consumption at the Capital of a coun- 
try that caimot reach its own markets! 
Tho construction of a line of railway 
along the Fi'aser must reverse this or- 
der of things, and we should not bo at 
all surprised if, in the course of tliroo 
or four years, from being an im])nrtor 
tho Province should have become an 
exporter of grain;— if vessels should 
load with wheat at our wharves for 
England, and if tho columns of exports 
and imports shall nearly if not quite 
balance each other. 



But whatever may bo the eflect many 
years hence of the adoption of tho Fra- 
ser lliver route on Victoria interests, 
every one will agree that until the 
road reaches salt water this port must 
reap a golden harvest from the i expen- 
diture of several millions 'of 'dbllars on 
tho Mainland.j^Xines of steamers will 
ply daily iJetwedn Victoria and Emery's 
Bar, conveying rails and rolling stock 



for the road and supplies for the con- 
struction parties, and immigrants to 
settle on the farming lands. The head 
of ocean stem.; navigation;.- and for 
many years at least the point of supply 
and practical terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway — under influences so 
stimulating Victoria must maintain 
her commercial and political supremacy; 
but while accepting the inevitable with 
respect to the main line, her politicians 
and newspapers will not ceaae to point 
out the necessity for the construction 
of a road from Esquimalf to Nanaimo. 
That line, so necessary and beneficial 
\\\ many ways that we shall presently 
point out, surely should not bo aban- 
doned.

ILOW OLD 13 T3S BABTS ? 

Trying: to Asoortaia Waoix tho "World 
"Was Poundod. 

I From tlic r,onclon Acailcinj .J 

Geologists, astronomers and physicists 
alike have hitherto iieen bailled in their 
attem])t.s to get up any satisfactory 
kind of ciironometer which will ap- 
proximately measure geological time and 
and thus give us some clue to the an- 
titjuity ot our glolip. It is therefore 
worth nothing, that Mv. Mellard 
Rcado of Liverpool has lately contri- 
buted to the Royal Society a very sug- 
gestive paper, in which he (^ndeavor.s 
to grapple wit!) the (juestion by em- 
ploying the liinestono rocks of the 
earth's crust as an index of geological 
time. Limestones havo lieen in course 
of foniiiition tiom tlio earliest knowli 
gooloi^'ieal periods: i)ut it would appear 
tiiat tho lati'r found strata are mere 
eaicureou;a inatter. The very extensive 
tieposition of carbonate of lime over 
wide areas of the ocean bottom at the 
present day is sulliciently attested by 
till! recent syuiidings of the Challenger. 
According to the author's estimate the 
sedinH;ntarv crust of tlie cartii is at 
least one mile in average actual thick- 
ness, of which probably one-tenth 
consists of calcareous matter. In seek- 
ing the origin of this calcareous matter 
it is assumed that the primitive rocks 
of the original crust wore of the nature 
of gigantic or basaltic rocks. By tho 
disintegration of such rocks calcareous 
and other sedimcntHry deposits have 
been formed. The amount of lime 
salts ill waters which drain districts 
made uu of granites and basalts is 
found, \>y the comparison of analysis, to 
be on an average about .'17.'5 parts in 
10(J,OUO parts of water. It is further 
assumed that the oxcessed areas of 
igneous rocks, taking an average 
throughoutall geological time, will bear 
to expoiures of sedimentary rocks a 
I'ntio of oiu^ to nine. From the.se and 
otluu' data .^Ir, Heade concludes that 
the eliiniii.'Ui(ju of the calcareous nmt- 
ter now found in all the sedimontarv 
strata must have occupied at least 900- 
000,000 of years. This, therefore, re- 
presents the minimum age of the 
world. The author infers that tho 
formation of the Laurentian, Cam- 
brian and Silurian strata must 
have ocoupiod about 200,000,000 of 
years; the red .santlstoiie, the carbon- 
iferous anil tho ])oikilitic systems an- 
other 200,000,000, and all the other 
strata the remaining 200,000,000. Mr. 
Roatle is, tlicreforo, led to believe that 
geological time has been enormously in 
excess of the limits urged by certain 
])!iysitists; that it has been ainjjle to 
allow for all the changes which, on the 
hypothesis of evolution, have occurred 
in tho organic world.

Arrost of Cooper, tho Porffor. 

New Yokk, Sept. 30. — A .special 
from London says : William Einggold 
Cooper, the forger, who i.s wanted in 
San Francisco, Inis be(>n arrested and 
identified. 

New York, ,Soi)t. .".0. - -A llcmld 
special from London has the following 
details of the news item .'ilroady sent. 
The man who was arrested last w eek 
for forgery at Glynn, Mills it Co., 
banker.^, has just bcion identified as 
William Ringgold Cooper, American 
by birth and education, formerly of the 
United States Navy, init one of the 
most daring and successful forgers who 
ever operated. Mo was Ensign on the 
Staff of Admiral Lee, of tho North 
Atlantic Sqmnlrou during tho war, 
after which ho was given duty in tho 
ortico of detail in the Navy Depart- 
ment. In Washington he forged the 
names of several Paymasters to tho 
nmo^int of several thou.sands of dollars. 
Though well-known at AVashington he 
went to tho Fourth Auditor's oflice, 
coolly represented himself as the Pay- 
master at Baltimore, and got nionc}'; 
ho then went to the next oflice, repre- 
•sentod himself as another Paymaster 
and secured a further sum. He was 
sub.sequently arrested. Cooper's friends 
represented that ho died in prison, but 
in reality he went to San Francisco at 
tho expiration of his t(!rm where ho bo- 
came a stockbroker and committed 
tremendous forgeries a year or two ago 
and fled. 



Another Soa Sorpont. 

Captain .1. 1''. Co.x, of the ship Priva- 
teer, arrived witli his vessel in this 
port from London on ^Monday. He 
tells a remarkable story of a sea ser- 
pent which bo says ho encountered 
during his voyage. On August 5th he 
says the weather was fine and clear 
and the ship was making good speed 
under a dazzling sun a hundred miles 
from Brest, oil' the coast of France 
About five o'clock in the afternoon as 
he was walking the quarter deck look- 
ing to the windward, he saw something 
black slowly lift itself twenty feet 
above tho sea. To his profound amaze- 
ment he saw that it was fully Hvo feet 
in diameter and of indClinite length, as 
a portion of tlie body was necessarily 
in the water.
